Thirty-two members of the public at large attended 
the public hearing at Monday night’s meeting of town 
council, on the 28-suite apartment development proposed 
for Mission avenue and Perron street, on the north bank 
of the Sturgeon river, Council has been bombarded with 
letters and petitions objecting to the proposed rezoning, 
carrying a total of 178 signatures, including 54 from the 
“younger generation,’’ This group illustrated their peti- 
tion with phrases like ‘‘The concretes are coming’’ and 
“‘The key to Paradise: build a parking lot,’’ 

Mayor Gibbon opened the hearing with a brief back- 
ground statement on town policy with respect to land 


along the river, For this 
purpose an illustrated map 
had been prepared, Under 
the policy developers along 
the river must dedicate 
river frontage to the high 
water mark, plus aminimum 
of 15 vertical feet, High 
water mark used is that of 
1965, when the river reached 
its highest level in recent 
years, The mayor also ex- 
plained access to the river 
policy, under which the 
developer must provide a 
road, lane or causeway 
through to the river, And he 
advised the hearing that a 
Stand of poplars inthe vicin- 
ity of the development would 
not be touched, according to 
aerial photos, 

Planner John Woodroffe 
commented that he would 
prefer more depth in the 
river valley system, but he 
was aware of the problems 
involved in purchasing the 
land, These problems could 
be tackled in only two ways, 
he said, Either the land could 
remain in its present 
neglected state and one day 
the town might meet the

REFLECTS 


From time to time in the affairs of society there 
seems to come a period of revaluation, and it would 
appear this decade is to be such a period in Canada, 


One trend that should come under scrutiny is the atti- 
tude of society towards experts and professionals. Has 
this generation been brain-washed into the view that 
only the experts and professionals have the answers 
to problems causing concern to both society as a whole 


and to individuals? 


The time has come, 


in our view, when Canadians 


should carefully examine the qualifications and the 
effectiveness of the experts they have come to rely 
on, Governments now have score upon score of experts 


constantly advising them. 


The most obvious example that comes to mind is the 
area of education, although this is only one of many 
that could be cited. Barrages of experts developed 
the new approaches to education, the results of which 
society has been able to assess only recently, as the 
products have emerged from 12 years of schooling 


under these approaches, 


H:w many students went through so many new concepts 
in teaching math that they could not pass high school 
courses at the end of it? Why do so many have grave 


problems with reading 


and understanding what they 


read. An honest comparison of what has happened to 
reading, writing and arithmetic since the experts took 
over, could well show the grandparents were better 
educated in these subjects. Now the experts are super- 
vising the removal of most of the history content in 
schoo! courses, apparently because they feel the stu- 
dents don’t like it, Our opinion, which is not expert, 
is that a good teacher can interest students in any 
subject under the sun, given the opportunity, 


The time has come when Canadians should place a 


great deal more faith

Cooking - Hastings 


The feasibility of restor- 
ing water levels in Cooking 
and Hastings Lakes will be 
the subject of Public Hear- 


ings by the Environment 
Conservation Authority in 
August, 


The Authority held apress 
conference June 29 to dis- 
cuss the results of prelim- 
inary studies on the water 
levels of Cooking and Hast- 
ings lakes attended by the 
Gazette’s Ernie Jamison, 

In the fall of 1970, public 
concern over the plight of 
the area was expressed in 
a petition to the Environ- 
ment Conservation Author- 
ity. Bearing approximately 
600 signatures, it called for 
action to restore the water 
levels and save the lakes, 

As a result of this con- 
cern, the Environment Con- 
servation Authority employ- 
ed private consultants to 
conduct an analysis of the 
feasibility of restoring the 
lake levels. The authors of 
this study indicate that the 
restoration of the levels of 
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the lakes is technically fea- 
sible and that subsequent 
benefits might merit the 
costs. 

Preliminary studies indi- 
cate that water levels in the 
lakes can be restored by 
pumping water from the 
North Saskatchewan River 
to Cooking Lake through a 
pipeline 16 miles long. The 
capital cost of the pipeline 
and pumping facilities is 
estimated at 2,634,000, 
Annual operating costs of 
approximately $270,000 for 
the first five years, and 
$136,000 per year for the

(where 21 meant attaining adulthood) now will be enacted when the individual 
becomes 18

obtain a mortgage to buy a home or buy acar without a co-signer 
Being an adult at 18 means you Can execute a will 
You may also vote in provincial elections. And, municipal elections where the 
local council has decided to change the appropriate by-law

When the age of 18 has been attained the individual is legally responsible for all

meeting for consideration, 

Mr. Hignet, president of 
CMHC, addressed a dele- 


gates’ luncheon in place of 
the Honourable Mr, Andras, 
He gave the figure of 942 
millions ofdollars for mort- 
gages in 1971; 789 millions 
of dollars to go to housing 


with almost the entire 
amount allocated to low cost 
housing. Mr, Hignet ex- 


pressed concern due to the 
large number of municipal- 
ities who would not accept 
low cost housing; the aver- 
age cost for each unit being 
$12,730, Standard housing is 
in excess of $9,000 higher

Teachers in the North 
Central Western Alberta 
School Authorities Associa- 
tion (NCWCASAA) have 
voted a decisive 90 per cent 
in favor of possible strike 
action, 

In a secret ballot conduc- 
ted last week by the Board 
of Industrial Relations, tea- 
chers overwhelmingly exe 
pressed their dissatisfac- 
tion with the attitude of 
school trustee representa- 
tives from the trustee- 
organized NCWCASAA, 

The School Authorities 
Association represents the 
school jurisdictions of 
Barrhead, Westlock, Thi- 
beault, Lac St, Anne, Park- 
land, Drayton Valley Separ- 
ate, Jasper and Grande 
Cache, and contains appro- 
ximately 820 teachers, 

Teacher decision to apply 
to the Board of Industrial 
Relations for a conducted 
strike vote was made after 
school trustees involved had 
unanimously rejected a Con- 
ciliation Commission Re- 
commendation, (Teachers 
had accepted the impartial 
Conciliation Recommendation

by a 94 per cent vote), 

Trustees then gave teach- 
ers a counter-proposal 
which would have required 
teachers to accept cone 
ditions of employment al- 
most entirely at the whim of 
the trustees, and teach for 
salaries well below those 
received by many of their 
teaching colleagues in other 
areas of the province, 

“The unfortunate thing 
about the whole situation,’’ 
according to D, J. Corse, 
representative bargaining 
agent for the teachers, ‘‘is 
that it could have been easily 
prevented, Trustees were 
given the right under the 
new School Act to form 
employer bargaining zones, 
and did so despite the ex- 
pressed fear by teachers 
that such large zones would 
be too impersonal,”’

Corse, ‘‘you have the ludi-
